in principle a surplus marketing bill 


drafted by western members of congress, called into_confer- 
ence a group of agricultural editors and others prominent in 
farm organizations and sought their advice as to details of 
the troublesome surplus crop problem. 


At the same time, the house agri- 


cultural committee was called 
to- 


gether to hear the opinions of. other 
westerners and the senate agricul- 
ture committee, at its first meet- 
ing since congress convened, began 
10 piece out the beginnings of a re- 
lief program of its own.

income taxes as provided 
In 
the 


house revenue bill were approved 
today by the senate finance com- 
jmittep. 


The reduced normal income tax 


rates and 
the Increased personal 


exemptions were unanimously ap- 
proved, but the proposal of demo- 
crats to increase the reduction on 
suxtax rates over that provided by 
the house, measure was defeated. 


The committee agreed to mak no 


change in the corporation tax of 
121-2 per cent, but reserved the 
right to increase it to 13 1-2 per 
cent if the capital stock tax is re- 
pealed. 


In their program ^for ?500.000,000 


tax reduction, the democratic mem- 
bers proposed repeal'of the capital 
stock tax without any change in 
the corporation levy. Senator Jones, 
democrat, of New Mexico, reserved 
the right to propose a graduated 
corporation tax.

to the debris.

Open Sudden Attack. 


Jt is said the outrage was com- 


mitted 
because, the 
bandits be- 


lieved 
General Kerreira, 
military 


commandant of the state of Jalisco, 
was aboard the train. 
The attack 


started when tlie train was running 
between Negrete and

peal today by the Supreme court. 


Unless he now can obtain from 


the court a rehearing, ho must he- 
gin serving his two year sentence 
in the Atlanta federal penitentiary. 


The refusal ot" the Supreme court 


to review the case will be followed 
within a day or two by a formal 
order under which the Circuit Court 
of Appeals at Cincinnati may order 
the commitment of Lang-lev to the 
Atlanta prison. Tt -will no,t be nec- 
pssary for the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals to defer action ponding de- 
velopment of Langlcj's next move. 


Tho Kentucky representative was 


convicted of having- been a party 
to a, conspiracy to unlawfully re- 
move whisky from tho Belle of An- 
dorson distillery, located nckr Law- 
ronceburg In Anderson county, Ken- 
tucky. 
He contended that the proceeding 


•was defective in that the means to 
he used by him in carrying out the 
alleged conspiracy, as stated in the 
Indictments, had not been prox-ed 
by the evidence and that the offense 
was different 
in essential details 


from the conspiracy which had been 
charged against him. 


After tho conviction he was ro- 


elected to the house, but he has 
abstained from attendance at 
the

session 
of congress. A 


house committee

HOW NEBRASKA FARES IN 


THE TAX CUT. 


Nonpartisan consideration of thr- new tax bill in 


the United States .senate has seemingly gone agltm- 
merlng m the controversy which has arisen as to how 
much of a cut shall be made 


Under the learshlp of Secretary Mellon, the re- 


publican maj'onty has been pledged to a total tax re- 
duction of $300,000,000. This, according to Mr. Mel- 
lon, is as much as can be lopped off in safety with- 
out the danger of encountering a deficit in govern- 
ment funds. The democrats, under the leadership of 
Senator Simmons, propose to slash $500,000,000 from 
the federal tax bill, or 66 percent more than the se- 
cretary of the treasury believes will provide suffi- 
cient funds for governmental expenses 


There are also serious questions raised as to how 


the reduction shall be applied. The widest difference's 
exist with respect to the proposal to greatly roduce 
the federal inherltar^e tax, with a view to finally 
vacating the field and permitting the states lo oc- 
cupy it, and also as to the reductions applied to the 
surtax provisions of the income tax law. In the in- 
heritance tax controversy the old geographical align- 
ment of central west, west and Pacific northwest 
against the east and portions of the south appears. 
Party lines have broken with respect to it. Repub- 
licans and democrats in the eastern and in some of 
the southern states are warm in their support of the 
plan to abolish the federal inheritance tax because 
they see great benefits accruing to their own local 
communities by reason of such a step. Republicans 
and democrats in the central western and the western 
states are agarn&t it because it means increased ad- 
vantages for the eastern section of this country 


In a measure the same alignment may obtain, in 


the fight over surtax ratet,. 


In its present form the tax bill confers the greatest 


benefits upon the immensely wealthy men 
of 
the 


east. Inasmuch as capital is more centralized in that 
section of the countrv, there being more huge foi - 
tunes there and more gigantic industries, it may 
be fairly said that the measure meets with warm 
approval in the east and strong criticism in the west. 


Nebraska's representatives 
in 
congress 
should 


throw their votes •« ith the western group in the at- 
tempt to change the surtax provisions. 
Under the 


house bill the surtax rates remain exactly where they 
stand under the present law on mcome< of 
more 


than $10,000 and less than $44,000. In 3 924 in Ne- 
braska, 1,112 persons had incomes in excess of $10.- 
000, subject to surtaxes 
Under the provisions of thu 


house tax* bill only 67 Nebraskans would receive any 
benefit from the new reduction on the basis of the 
1924 return 
On the other hand 3,045 citizens of this 


stats will pay the same surtax that they paid in 3924. 
In other words, 90 per cent of the surtax payers in 
Nebraska get no benefit from the tax bill as it has 
been drawn, and passed by the house 


Even more significant in showing how the house 


bill has been drawn to favor the "big fellow" when 
surtax reduction is applied are the figures for this 
state dealing with the payments of the sixty-seven 
Nebraskans with incomes in excess 
of 
$44,000 in 


1921. There was one man in Nebraska with an in- 
come falling in the bracket 
between $200,000 and 


^260,000. 
The house bill gives him a reduction in 


his tax bill of over $20,000 
There was another with 


an income in excess of $300,000. His reduction under 
the terms of the house bill would be more than ?40,- 
000 
The combined reduction of the other sixty-five 


surtax payers with incomes in excess of 544,000 and 
under .$150,000 would approximate ^54,000 or $6,000 
less than the relief granted to the two surtax paj - 
ers frith incomes in excess of $200,000. 


Now it Is needless to inquire who will 
benefit 


from the surtax reductions contemplated in the house 
bill. 


There are only two men in Nebraska who will de- 


rive any considerable benefit from it 
What is true 


of this state Is also true of most of these-western 
•states. There are very few tremendously 
wealthy 


men In this section of the country. So far as Ne- 
braska. Is concerned, she gets scanty relief in sur- 
tax reduction. It is Pennsjlvanm. New York. Massa-

It is one which 
will not only appeal to the people of this state but 
will .nipress every tourist who passes through.

COLLEGE SCHOLARSHIPS. 


One of the amazing features of the growth of mid- 


dlev/estern colleges has been the unusuallj 
large 


number of scholarships 
provided by industry 
A 


survey of these institutions reveals that steel manu- 
facturers, mining operators, meat packets and many 
of the financial hibtitutions are maintaining scholar- 
ships at the universities and colleges and providing 
special funds for research work along those lines. 


One big producer of railroad equipment maintains 


20 scholar ships for scientific training- in agriculture 
and animal husbandry. At the University of Wis- 
consin over $20,000 is available annually for special 
research and at the- University of Minnesota. $25,- 
000 is devoted to the same purpose. 
The University 


of ChKago has a number of scholarships, one of the 
most interesting being a fund of $2,500 for 
three 


years for a study of meat packing and handling. At 
the University of Illinois there are thirtj -five schol- 
arships. 


How much of a practical nature is developed as a 


result of these scholarships is not revealed Cer- 
tainly iherc have been few startling or revolutionary 
changes in business or industry come out of them. 
Probably the greatest benefit comes in the training 
of men for specified industries along well-established 
lines 
They are then leady to step into the business 


with more than an average knowledge of the prob- 
lems to be rficu. But it must pay or the Industries 
which support these scholarships would not continue 
to enlarge upon them. They are not in the nature of 
benevolences, thpy are expected to pay dividends.

ARRANGEMENT OF MEALS WHILE REDUCING. 


If you have only 5 to 10 pounds of excess weight to lose, it does njt 


matter'bo much what dietary restrictions you practice. You can go on a 
complete fast, drinking nothing but water. This, of course, takes you 
down the most rapidly. Or you can go on a skim or buttermilk diet (one 
glassful 80 calories), or fruit juices (one glassful 100 calories), or any 
other single item of food. Of course, even on these foods, your total calor- 
ies during the day must amount to less than you need, to cause a re- 
duction. If ybu want to leduce rapidly (for a short reduction) don t go 
over 600 or 800 calories.i 
However, if you have more than J to 10 pounds to lose, then its 


highly important that you supply your system with the needed food ele- 
ments while vou are reducing; otherwise you are going to undermine 


In last Saturday's paper, I told you (and I'll repeat because of its 


importance) that I wanted you to have daily at least two glasses of skim 
or buttermilk (or Its equivalent in milk dishes) for its lime and com- 
plete protein; 150 to 200 C. of other protein food, such as meat, fish, 
cheese, nuts, or eggs, for the balance of your protein. For a large share 
of your vitamins and mineral elements and bulk, you must have one-half 
pound of the watery salad vegetables, such as lettuce, spinach, celery, 
cabbage, beet tpp greens, and one-half pound of other vegetables; and 
200 C of fruit. You must supply some high carbohydrate (starch and su- 
gar) food, so have at least one slice of bread or one moderate sized po- 
ta ^m^foundatfon diet comes approximately to SCO calories. It's a 
soodly amount of food. There's no need of your going hungry^wrlie you 
are reducing If you're on 1200 calories per day, this diet allows jou 400 
C more for your choice of food But vou had better not take the concen- 
trated sweets such as candy or rich resserts and oily foods ^ the^e 
400 C because vou want to educate your tastes not to care so much ror 
them."You must remember that you will probably always h a v e t o fight 
overweight, and the moment you go b;*ck to eating as you did before,

with additional precautions, includ- 
ing the removal of the dust, and no 
life ever appeared Inside the closed 
receptacle. This and other experl- 
mnts of Pasteur, which have been 
repeated in many forms, convince 
the scientific world that, whatever 
may have been the case in the past 
peo'llgic ages, when conditions no 
longer found may have existed, at 
the present time life only springs 
from preceding life. And yet, sci- 
entific researchers are never tired 
of retestmg the validity of their 
conclusions—only, you must not go 
to them with experiments in which 
you have neglected to "remove the 
dust."

The greatest increases 
were reported from the northeast, 
east, central and southeastern dis- 
tricts of the state. 
Some increase in sheep feeding 


was reported in Wayne, -Sarpy, 
Seward, Eichardson and 
Thayer 
counties. Cheyenne county reported 
an increase of 20 per cent in sheep 
on feed during the past month. 
The average price of alfalfa hay 
was $12.25 and of other hay, ?9. 
This was a little below that re- 
ported a month ago.

price received by farmers for corn 
was 62 cents per bushel. 
ilore hogs have moved into sev- 


eral counties this fall than a year 
ago,

ingr he sells Is protected in a way 
that does him any real good. The 
farmer and the western business 
man have waited patiently for the 
past four years for things to right 
themselves throuprh the law of sup- 
ply and demand. However, if 
a 


small surplus is to govern prices, 
it is about timo something else is 
tried, whether it is good economics 
or not. The only thins? that will 
save the farmer arid business man 
of the central west is the recovery 
of land values 
and that cannot 


come until the land will pay inter- 
est at normal prices."

MOSCOW, Jan. 11.—C/P)—Alex- 
ander Nikulin, charged with being 
instrumental in sending 200 revolu- 
tionists to their

itence, Nikulin admitted betraying 
many revolutionists, anarchists and 
reds in the czarlst revolution, but 
declared that circumstances forced 
him to abandon honest work as a 
university graduate for the more 
remunerative calling of a spy.

by declaring that the czarist secret

Bogroff shot Premier Stolypin at 
a theater performance at Kiev on 
September 14, 1911.

Inyhouse Lamp Co., who 'has been 
delving into the effects of light on 
plants, said yesterday that the uld 
theory that foliage 
changed color 


and dropped off becausei of winter's 
chill touch was erroneous, lie has 
discovered that chemical reaction in 
the leaves of 
plants 
at certain 


periods in their 
life 
cycle cause 


them to reject-sunlight, regardless 
of the weather^ 


During the summer, leaves of 


trees absorb 90 per 
cent 
of the 
sunlight, but after a certain point, 
different for each species, they be- 
gin to absorb a smaller and smaller 
proportion. It is this internal con- 
trol and not the 
weather, 
»% 
causes them to assume the bright 
hues of autumn. 
With the shutting- out of tlie sun- 


light, growth is retarded, food is 
stored in the roots and trunk and 
fermentation finally begins to take 
place in the leaves. In the process 
of fermentation, alcohol is produced 
in the leaves, changing the color.
